Th« board readily agreed that 


the situation is not ideal. 


President M. M. Memler outlined 


the district's problem. "It is," he 
said, "mainly financial." He point- 
ed out that the district issued 
bonds almost to the limit of its 
power to build the new Jefferson 
and Washington Schools. Increased 
valuations and the continuing pay- 
ment of debts boost the amount 
that can be raised, but it takes 
time. 


Memler also said the board is 


looking into the possibility that 
federal funds may be available 
for school construction. 


Memler pointed to the city's new 


schools as evidence that the board 
is aware of the problem. He said 
the board is seeking- to determine 
the future needs of the schools, and 
present indications are that South 
Central School is the most critical 
area. 


* • * 


A definite possibility is thp hir- 


ing of extra teachers, but Supt. 
A. H. Lancaster said qualified 
teachers are hard to find. He in- 
dicated that teachers might be 
available for the second semester 
to allow the school officials to 
lighten the work load in the kin- 
dergartens. 


Jefferson School has one kinder- 


garten session for 37 pupils in the 
afternoon. South Central with 78 
enrolled and Washington with 82 
each has two sessions. Combined 
Lincoln and 
Woodworth Schools 


have 101 kindergarten pupils divid- 
er! into three sessions.

Hardest hit were farms in the 


aiea aiound the intersection of 
Rt. 30 and West Brooklyn Road. 
The seven-inch rain of last week- 
end created a lake which extended 
about one mile south and thiee 
miles north of Rt. 30, and about 
two miles east and four miles west 
of West Brooklyn Road. 


Crops Hit 


Roughly half of the affected ai ea 


was p'anted to corn and soy beans 
almost ready for harvest when the 
flood struck. Observers estimate 
that one-third of the corn and more 
than half of the beans were lost. 


Add to the crop loss about 100 


head of hcgs drowned, flooded trac- 
tors and farm machinery which 
will have to be dismantled and 
diied. the time lost while water 
covers the fields, the extra hours 
needed to catch up when the land 
is diy and the damage to flooded 
homes. 


Little InMjrance 


Piobably little of 'the loss will be 


recoveied by insurance. L. J. Ul- 
lensvang. agency manager for the 
Farm 
Bnieau insuiance depart- 


ment said flood insurance was not 
a common piactice. "I wouldn't 
say it isn't done." he said, "but 
I haven't heard of it in this area." 


The water level ih flooded fields 


had receded about two feet Wed- 
nesday from the high late Sunday 
when waves splashed across Rt. 30 
in at least one spot. 


The Leo Gagnon and AI Beardm 


families were forced to leave their 


homes, while water surrounded the 
foundations of other houses. 


Others were slightly more foitu- 


nate. Their homes were islands 
foimed by the flood. Most farms 
had the appearance of a Wisconsin 
lake. 


Ditches Taxed 


The affected area is located 


where the Inlet Swamp was before 
it was diained for farming. The 
big drainage ditches, which empty 
into Green River were taxed be~- 
yond their capacity after the down- 
pour. 


A warm sun and a stiff bieeze 


helped dry the land above water 
Wednesday. 
In 
midafternoon 
a 


heavy bank of clouds rolled across 
the sky from the southwest, blot- 
ting out the sun. William Archer. 
Compton. who operates two farms 
in the flood aiea. watched the 
clouds closely, but said. "I'\e never 
seen rain come from that direction 
befoie.'' 


Other sections in the east end 


of Lee County also had heavy 
damage. Eight feet of water filled 
the basement of Stewaid Grade 
School, flooding the heating plant. 
Six inches of water coveted the 
gymnasium flooi. 


Water also damaged the base- 


ment of Steward Methodist Church, 
and washed a hole in the Steward 
spur west of the community.

Solar Energy 
Overlooked 
Scientists Say Gadgets 
Can Power a Household 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (ffl—The sun's ener- 


gy can be used to power stoves 
and other household appliances. It 
can also be used in small solar- 
power machines lor such things 


as irrigation, heating and cooling 
'houses, and charging batteries. 


i 
Use of such appliances and en- 


gines will be widespread within 
five years. And businessmen are 
mining a bet by net looking into 


the possibilities of a new solar en- 
ergy industry. 


Make Prediction 


These predictions are made—as 


a sort of an aside—by scientists 
who are meeting here today with 
manufacturers, engineers, and util- 
ity officials for the primary pur- 
pose of studying the industrial 
uses of atomic energy. 


The solar energy use these sci- 


entists are talking about is for 
small - scale power units. They 
think these things could come 
soon, if industrial leaders would 
take them up. They contend we 
shouldn't wait on the big-scale de- 
velopments planned for the future 
use of atomic power plants or 
large size solar engines. 


I "There is a world-wide demand 
' for small solar-power 
machines, 


;t:p to five horsepower, for irriga- 


, Hon. heating and cooling of dwell- 


I ings, charging batteries, and other 
| ranch uses," Charles G. Abbot of 
the Smithsonian Institution says. 


Demand Keen 


"The demand is very keen in 


! Australia, India, Israel, and other 


I semi-arid regions, where fuel 's 


I several times more expensive than 


I in the United States."

But he notes there are at least 


1150.000 square miles in California, 
Arizona and Nevada, where the sun' 
furnishes sufficient energy for such 
power plants during 300 days per 
year. 


"At present there is no company 


manufacturing such units, though 
the demand is large and constant," 
Abbot says. "I receive several in- 
quiries a week where such devices 
are available. I have to reply that 


they exist now only at tne Smith- 
sonian." 
• 


Eye* Housewife 


Another scientist at the National 


Industrial Conference Board's for- 
um on atomic energy in industry 
has her eye on the housewife. Dr. 
Maria Telkes, of the college of 
engineering of New York Univer- 
sity, says small household appli- 
ances powered by the sun can soon 
be a reality in many parts of the 
world, especially those where con- 
ventional fuels are at a premium. 


These areas will be candidates 


in time for large-scale solar energy 
power plants. But within five years 
she believes, small devices will be 
in use. Her own university is test- 
ing a solar stove.

Sen. McCarthy a Factor 
In New Jersey Election 


Issue Splits Republicans; 
Democrat Reported Favorite 


Editor's Note: This is. another 


of several stories by roving As- 
sociated Press reporters analyz- 
ing the campaign in key ' states.

TRENTON, N. J. (.fr— Sen. Joseph 


R. McCarthy is one of several fac- 
tors that have divided Republi- 
cans, encouraged Democrats, and 
confused 
independent voters in 


New Jersey. 


He may not be the biggest ele- 


ment in the state's scrambled elec- 
tion picture. But he symbolizes 
other impotrant parts of it. 


The state's principal contest this 


year is for a seat in the U. S. 
Senate being vacated by Republi- 
can Sen. Hendrickson. The contend- 
ers _ 
foimer Rep. Clifford P. 


Case, Republican, against Rep. 
Charles R. Howell, Democrat. 


Election analysts feel, as of to- 


day that Howell is out in front. 
Howell himself says "Things look 
so rosy there's a danger of com- 
placency." Case expresses abso- 
lute confidence in his situation, 
minimizes the importance of the 
opposition to him that has flared 
within Jersey GOP ranks. 


Repudiate McCarthy 


Part of it is based on his pro- 


nouncement on Sen. McCarthy. 
Last July, Case said that if elected -. 


"I shall vote against continuing 


Sen. McCarthy as chairman or as 
a member of the committee on 
government operations, or of any 
other committee with similar func- 
tions." 


Howell also has. come out against 


McCarthy. 


But Howell says the surest meth- 


od of achieving the same result is 
to elect a Democratic 
senate, 


which automatically would remove 
McCarthy from committee chair- 
manships. Or. he says, reform the 
rules governing Senate commit- 
tees. He says it is not "realistic" 
to suppose a GOP Senate would 


take the action Case recommends. 


The point is important in New 


Jersey. Howell said the Demo- 
cratic National Committee took 
soundings in 11 key states, found 
New Jersey topping the list in the 
number of McCarthy backers. 


Why did Case take his position 


in the controversy? 


"Needed Saying" 


"It was something that needed 


saying," he says. "It is an essential 
part of the campaign." 


Some New Jersey Republicans 


disagree. They say his July 7 state- 
ment was gratuitous and helped to 
crystallize opposition to his candi 
dacy. 


A Republican who has been work- 


ing actively against Case — and 
asked not to be named — said the 
opposition centers in several areas: 


"There is the pro - McCarthy 


group. There are the people who 
fought for Robert A. Taft and have 
been reconciled to the Eisenhower 
wing of the party. There 
are 


friends of other men who wanted 
the nomination. And there are peo 
pie who think Case's record shows 
he is a Socialist."

lase placed the record of President 
Eisenhower's administration at the 
head of his list. 


In a debate with Howell, he said 


the people turned to Eisenhower 
in 1952 "with an overwhelming ma- 
jority which indicated their dissat- 
isfaction with the Democrats." So, 
he said, the issue boils down to 
whether the voters want the Presi- 
dent's leadership or Democratic 
leadership. 


Important Issues 


Case also puts economic condi- 


tions and foreign policy on his list 
of important issues. 


Howell says economic conditions, 


especially unemployment, are the 
pre-eminent issue. He accuses the 
GOP of a "callous" attitude to- 
ward the jobless. On Sept. 18, the 
announced figure for insured per- 
sons who are unemployed was 73,- 
727 fur the state. The total of un- 
employed is consideied somewhere 
over 100.000. Statisticians said this 
amounts to fewer than 5 per cent 
of the state's total working force, 
and that the unemployment figure 
is dropping. 


Howell also says foreign policy 


is an issue of importance in this 
campaign. He said he intends to 
criticize the administration, "show- 
ing some of the things in foreign 
policy that haven't been done 
right."

In a small publication called "Research Trends safety 


authority Alvin C. Smith recently posed—and answered—a 
highly important question. If his answer should prove cor- 
rect, it will have an effect on the life-spans of many thou- 
sands of persons- 
The question is basically this: Since all sorts of fragile 


merchandise can be safely packaged in shipping containers, 
why can't you and your family be "safely packaged" in au- 
tomobiles?

Smith, for one, believes that you CAN. And he and a 


number of others are now working hard to prove it. 


It seems to be rather clear, he -says, that attempts to 


reduce our highway deaths by cutting down on the accident 
total have not been a great success. 


Stricter laws, improvements in roads, safety campaigns 


and similar weapons surely have been1 of help. 


But the death toll continues to climb.

Since we still haven't found a way to drastically cut the 


"frequency" of accidents, the approach we are turning to 
now is to try to cut the "effects" of accidents. 


Or to use the language of Smith: We must "safer pack- 


age" the human body so that, when an accident does occur, 
the body is well protected. 


This, he says, can be done two ways: 
1. By changing the car's interior to lessen the number 


of hazards. (A person killed in an auto crash usually strikes 
his head on a lethal object inside the car.) 


2- By the use of so-called "body restraits," such as seat 


belts and special crash bars, which prevent the head from 
hitting these hazards, or lessen the force of the blow. 


Results of research so far have been rated "extremely 


encouraging." They seem to promise a day, says Smith, 
when deaths resulting from auto crashes will be classed as 
a rare occurrence.

Safety experts agree, however, that unless the public 


supports such work the day may be slow in arriving. To 
<?ive our bodies the needed protection, the manufacturers of 
cars will have to make major changes in their present basic 
designs. And when these changes will come, it is warned, 
will depend on how soon we demand them. 


If this is true, then let's start demanding. And a sensi- 


ble way to begin is to urge the adoption of seat belts. 


Seat belts are not uncomfortable. They would not re- 


quire a change in present design of our autos. According to 
several studies, they could drastically cut the death toll- Yet 
we still haven't taken action to have them widely installed. 


The reason given most often—that there may be some 


public resistance—seems like a lame excuse. If every make 
of automobiles made the belts standard equipment, they 
soon would become accepted. Or the states could require 
them by law, as they now do tail-lights and such. 


Here is an excellent safety project for clubs and for in- 


dividuals. Buy such belts and install them yourselves. Write 
some letters to auto firms—write to public officials. 


It's been said many times before, but the life you save 
may (COULD) be your own.

cuses Delbert Wilson, 35, of subur- 
ban Maywood, of making false 
statements to the Coast Guard dur- 
ing an investigation of the accident 
on Lake Catherine, near Antioch, 
111., on Aug. 9, 1953.

prisonment and a fine of $10,000 
on each count of the indictment.

Larson, 19, Chicago, survived when 
Wilson's 17-foot boat capsized.

accident. They said Miss Larson 
testified at a coroner's inquest that 
he was the pilot.

WASHINGTON—A copyreader of the Louisville Courier-Journal 


nd his wife, formerly on the same staff, and four other persons have 
een indicted in connection with the bombing of the dwelling of a 
legro who moved into a White neighborhood. 


The Jefferson county grand jury concluded that the bombing was 


n inside job by "persons interested in causing racial difficulties." The 
rand jury reported the«"appalling fact" that the 
Negroes who bought the house, by subterfuge, "ap- 
atcntly surrounded themselves with persons re- 
orted to be Communist or Communist sympathiz- 
rs." The persons who sold the house to the col- 
red family were Carl Braden, 40. the Courier- 
ournal copyreader, and his wife, Anne. The Brad- 
ns had bought the place on representations that 
they were going to live there themselves. 


One week after the indictments, the Bradens 


were still in jail for want of bond. 


The Courier-Journal and the Times are a radi- 


al New Deal monopoly covering a large circula- 
ion area in Kentucky and Indiana.

Courier-Journal and Times said

Wilson involved himself in politics 
to a certain extent. 


It would seem ihen that Wilson 


could make his own decision 
whether merely to reply to the 
ciitidsrn or jump actively into pol- 
itics by lashing back at the Demo- 
crats — unless the administration 
asked him to jump in. 


How Wilson arrived at his de- 


cision is not publicly known. But 
in he jumped, and with a memor- 
able splash. This was Monday 
night at Detroit, where Michigan's 
Republican senator. Homer Fergu- 
son, is battling for reelection.

NEW YORK W —The New York 


Times «aid today that a second 
extensive investigation of the gov- 
ernment's intelligence activities is 
now in progress in Washington and 
elsewhere. 


The Times said one of the in- 


vestigations — never announced 
publicly—is headed by Air Force 
Lt. Gen. James H. Doolittle (ret). 
Doolittle's group, the story added, 
is charged with investigating the 
secret operations of the Central 
Intelligence Agency, and was au- 
thorized by the White House. 


The other investigation, already 


announced, is that of the Hoover 
Commission Task Force on Intel- 
ligence Activities, headed by Gen. 
Mark W. Clark, (ret.). This was 
authorized by Congress and ap- 
pointed in cooperation with execu- 
tive authority. 


The Times story said: 
The exact scope of the Doolittle 


investigation and the reason for 
the establishment 
of this group 


when the Hoover Commission was1 
preparing to undertake a compre- 
hensive survey of all intelligence 
activities were veiled in secrecy 
Wednesday. 


Doolittle, vice president of the 


Shell Oil Co., referred questions to 
the White House. Allen W. Dulles, 
CIA director and brother of Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dulles, 
would make no comment. 


Tax Sale h 
Scheduled 
For Monday 


Lee County Treasurer 
Albert 


Hillison announced that delinquent 
tax property in Lee County will be 
"sold" at a tax sale in his court*' 
house office at 9 a.m. Monday. 


Hillison said the property isn't 


actually sold but that people bid- 
ding for the property are "lend- 
ing"' the property owners money 
for the payment of the delinquent 
taxes at a high rate of interest. He 
added, however, if the property 
owners don't pay back the loan 
within two years, a lien is assessed 
against the property. 


The bidders will "buy" the prop- 


erty at from one to 12 per cent 
interest, the low bidder winning 
the bid. Hillison said a penalty is 
also assessed against the delin- 
quent property and must be paid. 
The penalty will get progressively 
higher after the Oct. 18 deadline. 


Hilhson said he didn't know how 


much delinquent property will be 
for "sale" because many owners 
will pay their taxes between now 
and the deadline. He estimates the 
total will be about the same as 
last year. 


The penalty now in effect is four 


per cent on the first installment 
and one per cent on the second in 
stallment.

The plan of reappor- 
tionment advocated by Mrs. Van 
Der Vries would force re-mapping 
of the 3tate every 10 years with 
the probability that Cook County 
would have an overwhelming ma- 
jority control of the House of Rep- 
resentatives after 10 or 20 years. 
Downstate would hold a majority 
of 10 in the Senate. 


Immediately, upon reapportion- 


ment as directed by the amend- 
ment-, the total Cook County dis- 
tricts for the house would be 30; 
the downstate total would be 29; a 
majority for Cook County.

Nursing Services Available 
Through Health Department 


By MRS. THERESA R. McMAHON, R. V, I'.H.X. 


Public health nursing services given by your Lee County Health De- 


partment are: 
Health, education, communicable disease nursing, or- 


thopedic nursing, maternal and child health (pre-natal, post-natal, in- 
fant, premature, pre-school and school) home care of the sick, mental 


hygiene, nursing home inspection 
and adult classes. 


The public health nurse also of- 


fers health teaching in all phases 
of health, on a patient, family and 
uommuniiy basis. 
Your 
public 


health nurse is a registered nurse, 
who has had post-graduate work 
in public health in a recognized 
university. 


All nursing care visits are made 


on referral of respective physi- 
cians. A pre-natal visit is a visit 
to an expectant mother. They are 
referred by family physician on a 
case selection basis. A post-natal 
visit is a visit on the mother with- 
m s*x weeks following delivery. 
Infant visits are from birth to one 
yean Duties of the nurse on these

* visits to the infant are: bath dem- 


onstrations, formula preparation, encouragement of immunization, and 
teaching about the emotional needs of infants. 


The mother is taught the impor- 


tance of diet and rest, the value of 
a post-partum examination at six 
weeks, and of good medical atten- 
tion for mother and baby, and is 
helped to feel secure and comfort- 
able with the new infant. All pre- 
mature infants are visited annual- 
ly by the public health nurse up to 
the age of 2 years and thereafter 
as possible. 
Arrangements 
are 


made through this department for 
hospitalization in state supported 
premature 
centers when neces- 


sary. 


A pre-school visit is on the child 


from one to six years. The general 
health of the child is discussed 
with the mother and instructions 
on all phases of care given and 
demonstrated, including the cor- 
rection of physical defects and pre- 
vention of the development of be- 
havior problems. 


SCHOOL HEALTH—The w h o l e 


child is the aim of a school health 
program. Each rural and village 
school receives two nursing visits 
a year. Schools with population of 
50 or more are visited monthly by 
the public health nurse. There are 
56 rural and village schools in Lee 
County. The school health services 
are: 


1. Demonstration of morning in- 


spection of all school children to be 
done daily, particularly during 
prevalence of communicable dis- 
ease. 


2. A health record is required on 


every school child. This record is 
compiled by the teacher, nurse and 
family physician. 


3. Inspection with Wood lamp of 


children by nurse for ringworm of 
the scalp. 


4. Conferences with teachers, 


principals, parents and physicians 
in regard to specific health prob- 
lems. 


5. Vision testing demonstration 


to teachers and rechecking by the 
nurse. 


6. Hearing testing by audiometer 


every four years of all pupils, 
grades one through 12, in groups 
of 40. Hearing test annually of all 
first grade pupils, new pupils and 
rechecks of those with known hear- 
ing loss in Lee County by the 


nurse. The findings at this time 
may or may not indicate medical 
referral. When medical referral is 
indicated it requires a number of 
nursing visits to the family. 


7. The nurse encourages 
the 


maximum provision of a health 
unit within space available in all 
schools, inspection and direction of 
the proper use of first aid kit. 


8. The nurse supplies information 


to pmicipals and teachers in rela- 
tion to communicable disease. She 
inspects and gives nursing care to 
all school children brought to her 
attention or observed upon her 
visit. Annually there is a joint 
meeting of the staff of the health 
department with the school ad- 
ministrators of the county, for the 
purpose of planning and instituting 
a program to include the child, the 
parent and the teacher. 


Are Importable 


All communicable diseases are 


reportable to the health depart- 
ment by the respective family phy- 
sicians. Some are quarantinable, 
some are not. All require nursing 
service in regard to isolation and 
preventive measures. The nurse's 
duty in each disease varies. On re- 
port of the disease by the physician 
the nurse calls at the home and 
makes a complete epidemiological 
report, demonstrates proper isola- 
tion technique, control of contacts, 
care of the patient, and proper dis- 
posal of all body watses, proper 
technique of handling dishes, etc. 
Placarding is done'where required 
by law. 


General instructions are given 


to meet latest requirements in 
each specific disease. In diseases 
where indicated, nose and throat 
cultures or stool specimens are ob- 
tained by the nurse. In cases of 
poliomyelitis, pack demonstrations 
are given to parents and groups. 


The Lee County Health Depart- 


ment distributes biological prod- 
ucts furnished by the Illinois De- 
partment of Public Health to phy- 
sicians in the county by request, 
wilout cost. An immunization clin- 
ic, free of charge, is conducted 
through the health department of- 
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fice for protection from communi- 
cable disease. Eligibility for this 
service is determined by the fam- 
ily physician, schools, parents and 
the public health nurse. Gamma 
Globulin is available for contacts 
of diagnosed cases of poliomyelitis, 
infectious hepatitis and measles. 
Laboratory specimen bottles of all 
types are available at this office. 


CARE OF THE SICK IX THE 


HOME—This is a visil by older of 
the family physician to a home 
where there is illness, and the per- 
son is in need of general or specific 
nursing care. This service is given 
by the public health nurse and 
family members are instructed as 
to ways and means of caring for 
the person in a more efficient and 
easy manner. This visit may in- 
clude bath, enema, hypodermic, 
dressings, etc. For those confined 
to bed. such as in some chronic ill- 
nesses and cancer, the proper sup- 
port and guidance is given regard- 
ing the prevention of orthopedic 
problems. Morbidity nursing serv- 
ice on a clinic or office visits basis 
is given also. The patient may 
come in for dressing, or hypo- 
dermic, as prescribed by the- phy- 
sician. 


The morbidity service is not de- 


signed as a daily bedside nursing 
service and such services are only 
rendered in unusual cases where 
no one else can be found to per- 
form these duties. Care of sick in 
the home is becoming a major 
nursing problem, due to increase 
in our life span. There were over 
700 visits of this type this past 
year. 


Orthopedic nursing — This visit 


is made to anyone, any age, who 
has a physical defect. These may 
be present at -birth, result from an 
accident, or be the result of polio- 
myelitis. These patients are refer- 
red by the family physician or by 
birth certficiate referral. The pub- 
lic health nurse and the physician 
work out a plan for referral to an 
orthopedic clinic. After the individ- 
ual is seen by an orthopedic spe- 
cialist the proper recommendations 
are designed for each specific case. 
The public health nurse follows 
this individual by visits as neces- 
sary and aids the family in proper 
interpretation and carrying out of 
doctor's orders. 


A mental hygiene adult clinic is 


held monthly in the Health Depart- 
ment office by the staff of the Dix- 
on State School. This clinic is 
available to residents of Lee and 
nine surrounding counties. Care 
given in this clinic will prevent the 
development of many emotional 
problems. Psychological evaluation 
and psychiatric consultation, if ne- 
cessary, is available cost-free for 


any child in the county. Both of 
the above mentioned services are 
available on referral of the family 
physician. A number of our Lee 
County children are receiving this 
service. 


Lee County Health Department 


services are available to all resi- 
dents of Lee County. In public 
health we strive to give the most 
services to the greatest number of 
people with a limited amount of 
funds. 


Health Education—Health educa- 


tion is of major importance in all 
public health services. This serv- 
ice is rendered by all Health De- 
partment personnel in home visits, 
family health services, conferences, 
talks by community groups, health 
film showings, and literature on 
each phase of health. .Thirty hours 
of public health nursing instruction 
is given to a student nurses at 
KSB Hospital. Students also ob- 
| serve the public health nurse in 
the field on calls of various kinds. 
2. Classes in defense nursing, and 
nine classes in home care of the 
sick are also provided. Special 
classes are also available for Girl 
Scouts and school groups. 


In order to keep abreast with 


local trends the staff attends local 
and professional meetings. One 
nurse attended the Institute for 
Conservation of Hearing at Jack- 
sonville. Illinois. Cooperative plan- 
ning was conducted with the Lee 
County Tuberculosis Association to 
provide a county-wide chest x-ray 
survey. 


One of the health department 


nurses was present at each visit in 
order to give assistance in the 
American Red Cross Blood Bank 
Drive. The educational services and 
facilities of the health department 
are available to all individuals and 
organizations of Lee County.

It must deal with 
and endeavor to combat those 
forces that tend to impair or to 
shorten human life and must meet 
each problem according to its par- 
ticular needs. The essence of de- 
mocracy is the concept of rule by 
the people, who have a right to

themselves 
against 
all 


forces that lead to illness or to 
death. As public health workers 
and servants of the people we have 
been specifically instructed to 'take 
cognizance of the interest of health 
and life among the citizens.' If we 
neglect or fail to do so we will bt 
derelict in our duty."

NEW YORK (fit— Louis Tewani- 


ma, a wrinkled Hopi tribesman 
who in his youth was one of Amer- 
ica's greatest distance runners, 
has decided he doesn't want to live 
in New York. 


"Too many no-Indians i»ere " ex- 


plained the octogenarian racer. 


after two days of sightseeing amid 
Manhattan's tall stone tepees. 


Tewanima prefers the mighty 


mesas of Arizona, where his peo- 
ple ha\e dwelt as peacefully as the 
outside world would let them for 
more than 1.000 years. 


This wa^ his first visit here in 


42 vears. since he relumed to the 
reservation after placing second in 


the 10,000 meter race In the 1912 
Olympics at Stockholm-at about 
the age of 40. It was one of only 
thiee races in his career he failed 
to win. 


All Time Hero 


Recently he was named a mem- 


ber of the all-time U. S. Olympic 
track and field team in a poll con- 
ducted 
by the Helms Athletic 


Foundation. He came here to at- 
tend a fund-raising dinner for the 
1956 Olympic team, and the old 
fellow was quite touched to be re- 
membered after all these years. 


Running is natural to him, as it 


Is to all Hopi Indians. Through an 
interpreter—he s p e a k s halting 
English—82-year-old Tewamma ex- 
plained : 


"It is part of our religion. The 


body is our temple, and we must 
keep it well." 


As a boy Louis, wh*o is now a 


high-ranking Hopi priest, trained 
by running to earth jackrabbits, 
wild horses and antelope. He ran 
them down on foot. 


"Catch jackrabbit in few min- 


utes," he said gravely. "Antelope 
take half a day. Not so long to 
catch horse. Horse get tired." 


To prove he had reached man- 


hood and was entitled to become 
head of a family, Tewanima lan

WOODS HOLE, Mass.—(NEA)—Europe is in no mood 


to accept further pressure by the United States in behalf 
of political alliances or other military buildups against Soviet 
Communism, a veteran political scientist has concluded after 
a long tour abroad for the state department. 


Prof. Bruce Hopper, noted Har-, 


vard University faculty member, 
said in his tiavels in 11 nations he 
found "shocking criticism" and 
"appalling ignorance" of the Uni- 
ted States and its people.
